Police nab 
safe-crackers 
red-handed 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Police reportedly nabbed 
a gang of burglars red-handed yes- 
terday, while they were cutting open 
a safe in the post office In Derekh 
Zorfat, on the French Carmel. The 
safe contalned IL19,000. 

The head of the local Criminal 
Investigations Department, Sgan- 
Nitzay Haim Frenkel, told The Post 
that the police caught two of the 
men at work on the safe, with an 
acetylene torch that had been stolen 
the previous night from 8 Bayside 
garage. (They reportedly brought it 
to the scene in a stolen van.) Later 
in the morning a third suspect, who 
had got away, was caught. 

Police believe the three are res- 
ponsible for a series of safe-cracking 
burglaries in Haifa during the past 
month. They allegedly stole IL700 
in cash from the safe in an Elec- 
tric Corp. branch office in town; 
TL2,000 in cash and a valuable col- 
lection of Palestine and Israel coins 
and stamps from a safe in the of- 
fices of a tally supervision com- 
pany near the port; and IL700 from 
a safe in a Bayside industrial plant. 
The three men, all in their early 


' twenties, will be brought before a 


magistrate today. 

In Jerusalem, police yesterday 
arrested two gangs, numbering three 
men each, which allegedly carried 
out 81 burglaries in the Capital 
during the past three days. Police 
spokesman Avraham Turgeman said 
the ‘burglars had operated chiefly 
in the centre of town, in the north- 
ern quarters and in Rehavia, con- 
centrating on private flats, stores 
and vehicles.

Gaza youth gets 
life for murders

GAZA. — An umrepentent Gaza 
youth who was a member of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment yesterday by ἃ mili- 


. tary court here. He was convicted 


on two counts of murder. 

Hassan Salim Sabah, 20, from 
the Shsti refugee camp im Gaza, 
was found guilty of having mur- 
dered two Shati residents, his 25- 
year-old cousin — Hussein Ali Abu- 
Taha on February 24, 1971, and 
30-year-old Hadar Bamat, on March 
10, 1971 — for their “collaboration 
with the Israelis." The youth was 
also charged with Miegal member- 
ship in the PFLP and with partici- 
pating in a group which threw three 
hand grenades at an army patrol 
in Shati in January, 1971. 

Before passing sentence, the pre- 
sident of the court, Seren Yoram 
Galin, asked the accused what he 
had to say. He replied that he did 
not want mercy and that he had 
no regrets. He added, “Only the pre- 
sence of the Israelis in the Gaza 
Strip is to ba blamed.” 

Prosecutor Segen-Mishne Moshe 
Negbi said he asked for life im- 
prigzonment only because the law 
prevented him from asking for a 
death sentence.

Puzzlement in J'lem over 
Jordan evacuation charges

Jordanian charges about Israeli 
Plans to evacuate 3,500 Arabs from 
the Jewish Quarter of the Old City 
caused puzzlement in Jerusalem yes- 
terday — since the 3,500 Arabs have 
long since been evacuated. 

‘The Jordanian Ambassador to the 
United Nations, Abdul Hamid Sha- 
raf, protested to U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim about plans 
to evacuate 3,500 persons. “Latest 
reports reaching my government,” 
he said in a letter made public 
Tuesday, “speak of more adamant 
Israeli designs to complete the Ju- 
daization of the Old City of Jerusa- 
lem." Sharaf said expropriation or- 
ders had ‘been issued against five 
mosques, four schools, 437 stores 
and 1,048 apartments. He said these 
structures were located in the 
“arab Quarter,” whose name had 
‘been changed to the “Jewish Quar- 
ter.” 

Moshe Avnieli, director of the 
Company for the Reconstruction of 
the Jewish Quarter, said yesterday 
that the 100 dunams of the Jewish 
Quarter had been expropriated in 
1968. (Two-thirds of the area had 
been owned or lived in by Jews 
before 1948.) The expropriated area, 
he said, contained one mosque — not 
five — and the mosque itself had 
not been expropriated. It remains 
in the ownership of the Wak¢, which 
has permission to repair it, There

Ignorant of 
Israel law;

GAZA. — A doctor and a business- 
man who returned here from abroad 
with undeclared foreign currency 
were let off without a fine by a 
military court on Tuesday on the 
grounds that they were ignorant of 
Israel law.

Surrender in Chile 
after plane hijack 


SANTIAGO (UPI). — Guerrillas, variously numbered between six 
and 10, who hijacked a domestic airliner with 96 persons abosrd irom 
Argentina to Santiago, surrendered to police yesterday sfiter the 
Chilean government rejected their pleas for asylum. 


An Argentine Embassy spokes- 
man said there were “no acts of 
violence" during the hijacking. The 
crew and the passengers left aboard 
the plane for home, he added. 

Tn Buenos Aires, the returning 
passengers said 10 persons, includ- 
ing one young woman “with the 
voice of a singer," were involved. 

The guerrillas commandeered the 
Austral Airlines BAC-112 jet at 
Trelew, Argentina, and held the 90 
passengers and six crewmen 85 
ransom for their demends. The six 
men had broken out of a meximum 
security jail at Rawson, Argentina, 
24 kms. away in the Patagonia 
plains on the Atlantic coast. 

Reports from Trelew and Argen- 
tine Interior Ministry sources said 
25 political prisoners, five of them 
women, had escaped under ee 
They split up into two groups, six 
in ome and 19 in the other, 
drove along different routes to the 
airport at Trelew in stolen trucks. 


The hijackers, armed with auto- 
matic weapons, arrived at the air- 
port just as the twin-engined jetliner 
was taxiing for take-off after a re- 
gular stop on a Hight from Comodoro 
Rivadavia, 338 kms. southwest of 
Trelew, to Buenos Aires. They 
forced tower personnel to signal the 
plane to stop, boarded it and or- 
dered the pilot to fiy them to 
Santiago. 

ARRIVE TOO LATE 


The other 19 escapees, including 
the five women, arrived too late for 
the plane and surrendered peace- 
fully to army troops. 

Chilean authorities, who negoti- 
ated for four hours with the guer- 
villas at Santiago's Pudahuel inter- 
national airport while police stood 
guard round the plane, said the six 
handed over their weapons after 
their demands for political asylum 
or sate conduct to other countries 
were refused. 

The hijackers, who allowed five 
women and five children to leave 
the plane shortly after it arrived 
at Santiago, left the aircraft and 
police took them to headquarters. 

The guerrillas said they belonged 
tu three Argentine extremist groups 
— Motoneros, Revolutionary Armed 
Forces and the People’s Revolution- 
ary Army. The first two claim 
allegiance to exiled former Argen- 
tine President Juan D. Peron. The 
third Is a Trotskylte organization 
that last April kidnapped and killed 
Italy's Flat auto company General 
Manager for Argentina, 


US. BAN ON

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Bitty- 
one U.S. congressmen on Tu 
proposed closing U.S, a2irports to 
Girlines which fly to Algeria or any 
other country harbouring hijackers 
of American aircraft. 

The proposal followed approval 
of @ measure authorizing President 
Nixon to halt economic and military 
aid to countries which failed to pro- 
secute or extradite air pirates. 


New York Democrat Odgen Reid, 


and who introduced the proposal, said 


the measure would require the with- 
drawal of air carrier certificates of 
any airline fiying to a country har- 
bouring hijackers. 

As an example, he said the bill 
would bar Air France, which serves 
Algeria. There have been two cases 
recently of U.S, aircraft being 
hijacked there, and the hijackers 
have remained in the country. 

The U.S. is reconsidering a decl- 
sion to reduce the 1,500-strong Sky 
Marshal force because of a recent 
dnerease in aircraft hijacks, Trans- 
portation Secretary John Volpe said 
on Tuesday, 

He sald the ‘administration had 
planned to reduce its special force 
of airline guards because of the drop 
in the number of hijackings to places 
such as Cuba. 

“As a result of the recent rash of 
extortionist hijackings, however, we 
are now re-evaluating the decision 
to phese down federal law enforce- 
ment support,” ‘he told a Senate 
Aviation subcommittee.

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Gaza — confidence restored 


Two ‘important developments 

have taker place in Gaza in 
the past week, all indicating 
great improvement in the situa- 
tion in this tense and difficult 
area, The first has been the re- 
moval of the crack border po- 
tice unit to Tel Aviv to fight 
crime there, and the second, the 
abolition of curfew in the built- 
up areas in the Strip. 


The Gaza Strip at one time 
seemed to present Israel with 
eimost insoluble problems, Ux- 
Wke the position on the Jordan 
Weat, pan ik, two ee ie its 
population were originally re- 
fugees who ‘barely made a liv- 
ing. At the end of the Six Day 
‘War there remained in Gaze 
hundreds of Egyptian soldiers 
and Palestinian terrorists in 
possession of vast quantities of 
weapons. The densi of the 
population, particularly in the 
refugee camps, made terrorist 
activity relatively safe. Much of 
the terror was directed by Arabs 

inst Arabs, | farticularly 
those cooperating with, or work- 
ing in, Israel. Many women and 
children fell victim to senseless 
killings. 

Τὰ the past two years, new 
and imaginative measures were 
applied in the security and the 
economic spheres. They dave 
brought about significant im- 
provement ‘ic both the standard 
of living of the Gaza_ Strip 
people and in the security of 
the area. Furthermore, Israel 
hes made it clear to the people 
living in the area that there is 
virtually no hope (—_ danger?) 
of their being returned to Egyp- 
tian control. This has in turn 
brought about the realization in 
Gaza, that the time has come to 
lead normal lives, without fear 
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of if Cairo should 
again take over the Strip, 
One of the notables to realize 
is change has been Mayor Haj 
Rashad Shawa. During a recent 
visit to Amman he was able to 
secure a number of agreements 
from King Hussein permitti 
Gazans to travel to Jordan an 
even hinting at a deal that would 
open the port of Gaza to Jordan. 
‘ayor Shawa is again in Am- 
man and has now come out 
openly for Hussein’s f 
scheme linking the East Bank 
with the West Bank and Gaza. 
Shawa would never have made 
such declarations were he not 
absolutely certain that Gaza will 
never revert to Egypt. 
In restoring order in 
the Israel army and police have 
acted with determination and 
skill. The jority of the ter- 
rorists were flushed out, others 
fled. Confidence in the 685 
of the Israel security forces has 
brought about an economic re- 
vival, The Israeli economy ‘has 
absorbed thousands of workers 
as well. There are plans for new 
industrial projects, and the num- 
ber of unemployed has dropped 
‘considerably. The Gaza Strip in- 
habitants now have a genuine 
stake in continued peace, after 
years of living under the rule of 
terror, inspired jointly by Egypt 
and the extremist Paléstinian 
organizations. 
The pacification of the Gaza 
Strip took much longer than 
that of the West Bank. Now 
that the area js again back to 
normal, the time has come to 
chart out plans to make the re- 
gion more self-sufficient and to 
provide work for those who still 
need it. It is only when life is 
fully stabilized there, that it 
will be possible to see more 
clearly how the political future 
of the area will develop. 


Soviet ransom for 
immigrants scored 


Most of the papers discuss reports 
from Moscow saying that Jewish 
university graduates wishing to 
leave for Israel will ‘have to repay 
the cost of their education. 

Hatzofe {National Religious) 
writes that this ransom is a new 
device for cutting down on Ba 
tion to Israel, and, incidentally, for 
extorting money. But if arrests and 
persecution got the Soviets nowhere, 
how much do they expect to achieve 
by dreaming up new taxas? 

Davar (Histadrut) writes that the 
reports of the new impost should 
serve as a reminder of the obstacles 
placed in the way_of Soviet Jews 
who apply to emigrate to Israel. In 
the paper’s view, these reports cast 
doubt on the wisdom of Governor 
Rockefeller's declaration that an 
agreement had been reached with 
Brezhnev on ‘the Jewish question. 
The White House's silence on the 
matter was much wiser, and it is 
not surprising that Senator McGov- 
ern has attacked the Republicans 
for making election propaganda out 
of the issue of Soviet Jewry. 

Hamodia (Agudat Yisrael) ‘notes 
that the Soviet measure is remi- 
niscent of the “Jews-for-trucks" deal 
proposed by Hitler's Third Reich. 
The paper hopes that Russian Jewry 
will find a way around this new 
obstacle. 

Omer (Histadrut) on the other 
hand, fears that most educated 
Russian Jews will be unable to 
meet the new charge. This is a 
cruel tax which runs counter to 
every concept of socialist morality. 
Israel must arouse world opinion 
to force the Soviets to drop the 
measure. 

She’arim (Poalei Agudat Yisrael) 
discusses the new American deploy- 
ment in the Mediterramean, which 
in the words of Mr. Rogers, is 
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based on Turkey, Greece and Israel. 
In the paper’s view, Roger’s state- 
ment indicates that the U.S. can 
hold 115 own in the eastern Medi- 
terranean without bases in the Arab 
world. 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) writes 
that there was no need to convene 
the Knesset during the recess, as 
the House is not a forum for dia- 
cussing labour disputes, particu- 
lariy as the strike in the Elite plant 
does not affect any essential ser- 
vice. The paper also rejects the 
allegation that Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon is agi- 
tating for a class war. It is the 
rich who are provoking a class 
war, by refusing to comply with 
the workers’ demands, the paper 
concludes. 


Ma’aretz (non-party) on the other 
hand, regards Mr. Ben-Aharon as 
8 demagogue. His eccentric ideas, 
Buch as the creation of 8 war econ- 
omy, deserve nothing more than 
indulgence, the paper says. 
Secretary-General does mo more 
harm than hig predecessors — and 
no more good. Mr. Ben-Aharon is 
the product of a confused age of 
prosperity, and he will disappear 


when the prosperity ends, if his 
party comrades do not get rid of 
him beforehand, the paper con- 
cludes. 


wil-Kuds (independent Arab daily) 
writes that the current controversy 
over whether Israel political parties 
should be allowed to operate among 
the Arab population of Jerusalem 
js an Israel issue stirred up within 
the context of preparations for next 
year’s elections. The issue does not 
concern the Arabs who are not a 
party in the controversy, the paper 
said, while stressing that argu- 
ments on the subject involved only 
Israeli circles in the absence of 
any dialogue with Arab sources. 
The matter will be viewed differ- 
ently only when the other party 
1s appreciated and when its right 
in planning its own future is re- 
spected. The paper said the issue 
was a matter of a political prin- 
ciple. Al-Kuds concludes by saying 
that Israelis who oppose the party

ties, and who have not fallen vic- 
tims to distortions of facts. 


Al-Anba (official Arabic-language 
daily) says that there seems to be 
no doubt about the link between 
the Russian withdrawal from Hgypt 
and President Sadat's current search 
to impose a new stiff draft law 
aimed at “safeguarding the nation- 
al unity" within Egypt. The Rus- 
sian pullout appears to have led 
to the emergence of leftist and 
Communist challenges to Mr. Sadat, 
the paper says, while expressing its 
expectations that the Egyptian Pres- 
ident may atill make revelations 
about such chailenges in the speech 
he is scheduled to deliver today at 
the conclusion of the Egyptian Per- 
liament's emergency session.
